WHEREAS, in 1998, the Workforce Investment Act (WIA) was signed into law, establishing
job training, adult education, and amending the Vocational Rehabilitation Act, and maintaining
funding for adults, dislocated workers and youth, and

WHEREAS, for adults, the WIA establishes eligibility as all adults aged 18 or older, and
with priority for intensive and training services given to recipients of public assistance and other
low-income individuals; provides services for dislocated workers, including displaced homemakers;
and extends services for youth for those between the ages of 14-21, low income, and who face
barriers to employment, including school drop-outs, and

WHEREAS, the WIA “establishes the one-stop delivery system as the access point for
employment-related and training services,” with core services available at one physical site which
may be supplemented by multiple additional sites and technological networks, and

WHEREAS, the WIA provides postsecondary educational opportunities or unsubsidized
employment, strong linkages between academic and occupational learning and effective connections
to intermediaries with strong links to the job market and employers, and

WHEREAS, the youth programs include “tutoring, study skills training and instruction
leading to completion of secondary school, including dropout prevention, alternative school services,
adult mentoring, paid and unpaid work experiences, including internships and job shadowing,
occupational skills training, leadership development opportunities, supportive services, follow-up
services for not less than 12 months as appropriate, and comprehensive guidance and counseling,”
and

WHEREAS, funds for adult programs are available on a universal basis with no eligibility
requirement, and funds for “dislocated workers are used exclusively for services to dislocated
workers, with intensive services (e.g. counseling and prevocational services) available for
unemployed individuals who have been unable to obtain jobs through core services and those who
are employed but need additional services to reach self-sufficiency,” and

WHEREAS, the law established the Workforce Investment Board of Buffalo and Erie
County which administers these programs in Erie County, and

WHEREAS, the WIB is a private sector driven board appointed by the Erie County
Executive and the Buffalo Mayor “charged with developing, coordinating and overseeing publicly
funded workforce development/training initiatives,” and

WHEREAS, the WIB is “committed to creating and promoting a workforce development
system that is user friendly and responsive to the needs of both the individual training/job applicant,
and/or the business organization seeking assistance... (and the) goal is to develop and sustain a
unified, cost effective, labor market driven system that facilitates economic development and
business growth in our community,” and

WHEREAS, the WIB has served this community well for more than five years, providing
necessary adult, youth, and dislocated worker services, training and education to thousands of local
needy residents, and

WHEREAS, 8,200 job-seekers received assistance in the WIB’s one-stop centers in Erie
County in the past year, and

WHEREAS, over 100 businesses in Erie County have received job training assistance in last
year, and

WHEREAS, over 8,000 incumbent workers and newly employed workers have received on
the job training through WIB in the past year, and

WHEREAS, during summer 2003, over 1,900 local young people were employed in the WIA
Summer Youth program, and

WHEREAS, the WIA is facing reauthorization in 2004,

WHEREAS, the proposed 2005 federal budget for WIA cuts job training and vocational
education funding by 10% or $656 million from the 2002 funding levels, with 50% of that cut
coming from the WIA, and

WHEREAS, the proposed 2005 federal budget for WIA cuts funding for the Wagner-
Peyser/Employment Service for unemployed individuals by 12% from the 2004 appropriated level
and which represents a 30% cut from 2002 funding levels, and

WHEREAS, federal funding for dislocated worker training has been cut by 15% since 2000,
despite a recession, mass layoffs across the county, and the growing need for the retraining of
dislocated workers, especially in Buffalo-Niagara,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT
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RESOLVED, that the Erie County Legislature expresses its support for the reauthorization of
the WIA which provides much-needed services to local adults, young people, and dislocated
workers, and be it further

RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body calls on President George W. Bush, the United States
Senate, and the United States House of Representatives, in their 2005 budget discussions and
appropriations, to fund WIA at levels higher than 2004, and to reject any budget proposals that
reduce funding for the WIA and its related programs, and be it further

RESOLVED, that the Erie County Legislature respectfully calls on the New York State
Legislature and Governor to expeditiously pass a Fiscal Year 2004-2005 State Budget with a
significant increase in summer youth employment funding to, at a minimum, restore such funding to
the prior year’s level, to assist young people and youth to have summer employment, and be it
further

RESOLVED, that certified copies of this resolution be submitted to the President of the
United States, to Senators Charles Schumer and Hillary Rodham Clinton, to Representatives Louise

WHEREAS, founded in 1919, Our Lady of Victory Hospital became a cornerstone in
Lackawanna, New York, filling a community need and serving the mission of Father Nelson Baker
to help people of all ages, backgrounds and abilities, and

WHEREAS, Catholic Health Systems has proposed redevelopment of the former hospital
into the OLV Renaissance/Senior Neighborhood which would consist of 74 units of low and
moderate income senior housing, a 74-bed skilled nursing facility and a Program of All-inclusive
Care for the Elderly (PACE), and

WHEREAS, the redevelopment proposal has received widespread support including
$300,000 in Erie County funding approved by this Honorable Body on May 27, 2004 and $702,500

WHEREAS, this extraordinary County investment has been greatly enhanced by the efforts
of the Buffalo and Erie County Botanical Gardens Society (Society) that has been the sole provider
of public programs and services at this cultural facility, and in the last few years, the Society has
increasingly demonstrated to Erie County that it has the capability to manage the Botanical Gardens
including managerial responsibility for the horticultural collection, and it is expected that by
transferring these management responsibilities based on fair County compensation to the Society,
that public programs and services, as well as the horticultural visitor experience will be significantly
enhanced; and

profit managed organizational precedents for transitioning the management of this County-owned
cultural resource from Erie County to the not-for-profit Buffalo and Erie County Botanical Gardens

ASSET TRANSFER AND MANAGEMENT AGREEMENT

This Asset Transfer and Management Agreement (“Agreement”) dated as of the
day of , 2004, by and among the Buffalo and Erie County Botanical Gardens
Society, Inc., a New York not-for-profit corporation with an address at 2451 South Park Avenue,
Buffalo, New York 14218 (“Society”) and the County of Erie, a municipality with an address at 95
Franklin Street, Buffalo, New York 14202 (“County”).
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WITNESSET H:

WHEREAS, the Society and the County (collectively, “Parties”) wish to collaborate in the
implementation of a plan for the ownership, governance, maintenance and operation of the Buffalo
and Erie County Botanical Gardens located at 2451 South Park Avenue, Buffalo, New York 14218
(SBL# 142.05-1-1.2) and the horticultural collection located there (collectively, “Gardens”); and

WHEREAS, the Society authored a proposal for such plan entitled, “Proposed Plan, A
Public-Private Partnership for the Ownership and Operation of the Buffalo and Erie County
Botanical Gardens, March 2003” (“Proposed Plan”) which is attached hereto and incorporated
herein by reference; and

WHEREAS, the Parties wish that the Society attract non-governmental funding, manage the
horticultural collection and fulfill the requirements of accrediting organizations; and

WHEREAS, in order to further implement the Proposed Plan, the County wishes to contract
with the Society to manage the 11.4+ acres of real estate, including all improvements constructed
thereon, located at 2655 South Park Avenue (“Premises”) for the sole purposes of operating the
Gardens for the education and recreation of the residents of and visitors to Erie County and the
conservation of plant species; and

WHEREAS, the Parties wish that the Society manage and operate the Gardens and own the
horticultural collection and the Personalty (as hereinafter defined), for a period of twenty-five (25)
years or until such earlier termination of the Agreement.

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and mutual representations,
warranties and covenants contained herein, the parties agree as follows:

A. REPRESENTATIONS AND WARRANTIES

1. County’s Representations. The County represents and warrants to the Society as follows:

(a) Authority to Operate Gardens. The County has full power and authority to own, operate
and contract for management of its assets, including, without limitation, the Gardens as
presently owned, operated and managed and to carry on its business as now and
heretofore conducted;

The execution, delivery and performance of this
Agreement by the County has been duly and effectively authorized by all necessary
action, and this Agreement constitutes a legal, valid and binding obligation of the County
enforceable against it in accordance with its terms;

Title to Subject Assets. The County has good and marketable title to all of the Subject
Assets (as hereinafter defined), subject to no mortgage, pledge, lien, judgment,
conditional sale agreement, security interest, encumbrance or other charge.

The County has not granted a license or other right to any third party to use any of the
Subject Assets; and

Effect of Agreement. The execution, delivery and performance of this Agreement by the
County and the consummation by it of the transactions contemplated hereby (i) does not
require any filing with, or the consent, waiver, approval, license or authorization of, any
person, government agency or public or regulatory authority, other than the required
approval of this Agreement by the Erie County legislature; (i1) does not violate, with or
without the giving of notice or the passage of time, any provision of law applicable to the
County; (ii1) does not conflict with or result in a breach of any contract, license, or other
agreement or instrument, or any order, judgment, decree, statute, regulation or any other
restriction of any kind or character, to which the County is a party or by which the
County or any of the Subject Assets may be bound; and (iv) does not result in the
creation of any liability, lien, encumbrance, claim or other restriction upon any of the
Subject Assets.

Society’s Representations. The Society represents and warrants to the County as follows:

Corporate. The Society is a not-for-profit corporation duly organized, validly existing
and in good standing under the laws of New York and has full power and authority to own
and operate its assets as presently owned and operated and to carry on its business as now
and heretofore conducted;

Authority Relative to Agreement. The execution, delivery and performance of this
Agreement by the Society, has been duly and effectively authorized by all necessary
corporate action, and this Agreement constitutes a legal, valid and binding obligation of
the Society enforceable against it in accordance with its respective terms; and

Effect of Agreement. The execution, delivery and performance of this Agreement by the
Society and the consummation by it of the transactions contemplated hereby (i) does not
require the consent, waiver, approval, license or authorization of any person or public
authority; (i1) does not violate, with or without the giving of notice or the passage of time,
any provision of law applicable to the Society; (ii1) does not conflict with or result in a
breach of the Society’s Certificate of Incorporation or Bylaws or any mortgage, deed of
trust, license, indenture or other agreement, or any order, judgment, decree, statute,
regulation or any other restriction of any kind or character, to which the Society is a party;
and (iv) does not result in the creation of any lien, charge or encumbrance upon any of the
property or assets of the Society.

B. TRANSFER OF ASSETS
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Transfer of Assets. The County hereby transfers, conveys and assigns to the Society, to be held for
the benefit of the residents of the County of Erie pursuant solely to the terms and conditions of this
Agreement, good and marketable title, free and clear of all liens, liabilities, security interests,
encumbrances, licenses, claims and other restrictions, in and to the following:

(a) the horticultural collection located at the Premises, including, without limitation, all
plantings and lawns, whether located within or without buildings on the Premises
(collectively, the “Collection™); and

(b) all equipment, supplies and other personal property presently located on the Premises
as more fully described on Schedule A attached hereto (‘“Personalty™).

The foregoing assets are sometimes referred to in this Agreement as the “Subject Assets.” The
County is conveying the Subject Assets to the Society in consideration of the Society’s performance
pursuant to the terms of this Agreement. Other than the obligations of the Society set forth in this
Agreement, there shall be no additional consideration of any kind due to the County from the
Society for the Subject Assets.

C. GOVERNANCE: CERTAIN COVENANTS OF THE SOCIETY
1. Society Corporate Status. The Society shall at all times during the term of this Agreement

maintain its status in good standing as a not-for-profit corporation organized in the State of New
York which is tax exempt in accordance with Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code.

2. Society Board Composition. At all times during the term of this Agreement, the Erie County
Executive, the County Parks Commissioner, and the Chairman of the Erie County Legislature shall
be ex-officio, voting members of the Board of Directors of the Society. The Erie County Executive
and the Erie County Legislature Chairman may no more frequently than annually designate an
individual representative to act in his/her respective stead, provided that upon the resignation,
termination, death or inability of the representative to serve on the Board of Directors of the Society,
the appointing official may designate a replacement representative at any time.

3. Historic Status of Premises. During the term of this Agreement, the Society shall comply
with all obligations applicable to the Premises relating to its status as an “Historic Site” listed on the
National Register of Historic Places and the New York State Register of Historic Places.

4. Olmsted Park Historic Site Status. During the term of this Agreement, the Society shall
cooperate with the County, the City of Buffalo, the City of Lackawanna, the New York State Office
of Parks, Recreation and Historic Preservation and the Olmsted Conservancy with respect to the
making of capital improvements to the Premises and the operations of the Gardens in order to
preserve and enhance its status as an “Historic Site” within an Olmsted Park.

5. Society Board Member Selection. The Society shall be governed by a Board of Directors
selected without regard to race, creed, religion, gender, disability or national origin, but who shall
also reflect the diverse backgrounds and talents required to operate botanical gardens.

D. MANAGEMET OF THE PREMISES

1. Premises. The County hereby engages the Society to manage the Premises for the purpose of
operating the Gardens in accordance with this Agreement.

2. Term. The term of this Agreement shall be for twenty-five (25) years and shall begin as of
12:01 a.m. on August 16, 2004 and shall end at midnight on August 15, 2029 unless sooner
terminated as herein provided in Section F of this Agreement.

3. Taxes. The County represents and warrants that the Premises are currently exempt from all
real property taxes and ad valorem assessments. In the event that the Society changes the use of the
Premises or makes any improvements to the Premises that would not be eligible for this exemption,
the Society shall pay all real property taxes and assessments relating to the Premises resulting from
the actions of the Society. The Society shall pay all taxes assessed against or payable with respect to
the Personalty during the term hereof.

4. Use. The Society shall use and occupy the Premises solely in order to operate the Gardens as
described herein.

5. Compliance with Laws. The Society shall fully comply with all federal, state and local laws,
statutes, orders and regulations, including, without limitation, all environmental laws, all health and
safety laws, the Social Security Act, and all regulations promulgated by the U.S. Department of
Health & Human Services, the New York State Department of Health, the U.S. Environmental
Protection Agency and the New York State Department of Environmental Conservation which are
applicable to the Premises.

6. Assignment and Subletting. The Society shall not assign this Agreement, or subcontract any
substantial part of its duties and obligations to manage the Premises or operate the Gardens, without
the County’s prior written consent.

7. Default by the Society. Any of the following events shall constitute a breach of, and a
default under this Agreement by the Society: (a) if the Society fails or refuses to perform, observe
or comply with any term, covenant or condition of this Agreement within sixty (60) days after
written notice from the County; (b) if the Society shall make an assignment for the benefit of its
creditors; (c) if any bankruptcy, dissolution, reorganization, composition, extension, arrangement or
insolvency proceedings shall be commenced by or against the Society; (d) if the Society’s interest in
this Agreement or the Gardens is encumbered in any material respect or taken by attachment, lien,
execution or other legal process, other than as may be specially permitted by the terms and
conditions of this Agreement; or (e) if any receiver or trustee shall be appointed for the Society’s

property.
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8. Remedies of the County. Upon or at any time after the happening and during the
continuation of any one or more of the events listed in Section D.8., the Society shall be in default
under this Agreement and the County may terminate this Agreement in accordance with Section F.

9. Condition of Premises. The Society shall perform daily and routine maintenance and repair
necessary to maintain the Premises and operate the Gardens in a clean and safe condition suitable for
use by the Society or the public, as appropriate, in a manner consistent with its intended purpose
(such maintenance and repairs referred to herein as “Non-Capital Repairs”). The County shall
perform all maintenance and repairs to the Premises other than Non-Capital Repairs, including,
without limitation, any structural repairs to the buildings on the Premises (such maintenance and
repairs referred to herein as “Capital Repairs™). Nothing in this Section D.10. shall be interpreted to
substitute for or obviate the County’s obligations to fund the Society and undertake capital
improvements as provided herein after receipt, if any, of insurance proceeds or indemnification by
the Society if applicable.

10. Utilities. The County shall provide to the Premises, or cause to be provided to the Premises,
all electric service, City of Buffalo water service, natural gas service and/or heating fuel oil
necessary for the operation of the Gardens, all without cost to the Society.

E. MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION OF PREMISES
1. Society’s Rights and Obligations.

(a) Operation and Management of Gardens. The Society shall be solely responsible for the
operation and management of the Gardens in a manner consistent with the standards of
the American Association of Museums (“AAM”) for accredited botanical gardens of its
size and type and in accordance with the Proposed Plan. In order to fulfill the
requirements of the AAM and other accrediting organizations, the Society shall also have
the exclusive right, to be exercisable in its sole discretion, to acquire, propagate, remove,
replace, substitute or eliminate specimens as best practice standards for the operation of a
botanical gardens of this size and type shall dictate.

(b) Management and Staff Personnel. Other than as provided in Section E.2.(a), all
management and staff personnel for the operation of the Gardens shall be employees of
the Society. All such management and staff personnel shall be hired without regard to
race, creed, religion, gender, disability or national origin. Other than the limitation in the
preceding sentence, the Society shall have the exclusive right, exercisable in its sole
discretion subject to the terms and conditions of this Agreement, to make employment
decisions with respect to the size, composition and organization of all management and
staff personnel including, without limitation, salary and benefits.

(d)  Contributions. The Society shall use its best efforts to seek contributions and grants from
other governmental sources, foundations, corporations and individuals to support the
operations of the Gardens, to implement the Proposed Plan, and to provide funding for the
capital projects described in Section E.2.(b).
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The Society acknowledges that the funding being provided by the County pursuant to this
Agreement is insufficient to meet the full operational budgetary needs of the Society for
the performance by the Society of the terms and conditions of this Agreement and the
Society assumes the duty and obligation to raise additional funds from outside sources to
meet its budgetary needs.

The Society shall have the right to name the entire Gardens or any portion thereof in recognition of
financial contributions or grants to the Society or the Gardens, provided that such naming is not
publicly offensive. To be binding after the termination of this Agreement, the naming of any portion
of the Gardens shall be subject to the approval of the County, which approval shall not be
unreasonably withheld. To be binding during the term of this Agreement or after the termination of
this Agreement, the naming of the entire Gardens shall be subject to the approval of the County,
which approval shall not be unreasonably withheld, and such other approvals, including the approval
of the City of Buffalo, if necessary. All naming rights, sale of any of the Collection, and admission
revenue earned from operation of the Gardens by the Society shall be used exclusively for operation
and improvement of the Gardens.

Fundraising. The Society may sell memberships, seek named program sponsorships,
charge admission fees and undertake such other marketing and revenue generating
activities as it shall deem necessary or advisable to support financially the operations of
the Gardens in a manner consistent with the standards of the AAM for accredited
botanical Gardens of its size and type and the Proposed Plan.

Society Improvements. The Society shall use its best efforts to improve and expand its
exhibits and programs adhering to the standards of the AAM for accredited botanical
gardens of its size and type and the Proposed Plan.

Financial Statements. The Society shall provide to the County Executive and the County
Comptroller copies of its audited financial statements on an annual basis.

Inventory. At the commencement of the Agreement and at least bi-annually thereafter,
the Society shall cause there to be prepared an inventory of the Personalty and the capital
improvements to the Premises. A copy of each inventory shall be sent to the County
Executive and the County Comptroller within thirty (30) days of its preparation.

Insurance. The Society shall, at all times during the term of this Agreement, maintain
comprehensive liability, automobile liability and excess liability insurance in amounts as
required and approved by the County Attorney and naming the County as an additional
insured party on such insurance policies. The Society shall insure the horticultural
collection against loss but shall not be responsible for insuring the improvements that are
part of the Premises.

Society’s Indemnification. The Society shall indemnify, defend and hold harmless the
County from all claims, lawsuits, costs, damages or injuries to persons or property,
including, without limitation (1) those relating to pollution, hazardous waste and
materials, and other conditions of the Premises attributable to the operation or
improvement of the Premises by the Society; and (2) those arising out of the contractual
duties and responsibilities of the Society, except to the extent that such liability is
attributable to the acts, omission, or negligence of the County or its officers, employees,
agents or contractors.

County’s Rights and Obligations.

HVAC Systems Conversion. Within forty-eight (48) months of the execution of this
Agreement by the Parties, the County shall, at its sole expense, convert all buildings on
the Premises to “smart” buildings for the purposes of controlling and operating all HVAC
systems. Throughout the term of this Agreement, the County shall provide, at its sole
expense, properly licensed and qualified personnel to operate the HVAC systems whether
currently existing or any replacement(s) thereof.

Capital Improvements. The County shall, within the limits of a series of capital budgets
adopted by the County during the period from 2005 through and including 2013, fund
and undertake a total of $9 million of capital improvements to the buildings on the
Premises, consistent with the Proposed Plan or as may otherwise be agreed to by the
County and the Society, which are necessary to operate the Gardens in a manner
consistent with the standards of the AAM for accredited botanical gardens of its size and
type and the Proposed Plan. Any such capital improvements made by the County shall
remain the property of the County, but shall be considered part of the Premises and
Gardens for purposes of the Society’s responsibilities under this Agreement.

County Employees. The County shall, at its sole expense, be responsible for negotiating
revisions to all collective bargaining agreements to which it is a party insofar as such
agreements relate to County employees currently working at the Gardens or on the
Premises for the purpose of transferring or making other work assignments for such
employees who shall remain part of the collective bargaining units. No personnel
employed by the Society for the operation of the Gardens shall be members of such
collective bargaining units or be governed by said collective bargaining agreements.

Funding from the County. Beginning August 16, 2004, the County shall provide funding
to the Society for the operation of the Gardens for a minimum term of five (5) fiscal
years, in the amount of Four Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($450,000) per annum
payable in quarterly installments of $112,500 at the beginning of each fiscal quarter,
provided, however, that the first installment for the remainder of the 2004 fiscal year
shall be One Hundred Fifty Thousand dollars ($150,000) payable on or before August
165, 2004. The next quarterly payment shall be due on January 15, 2005. Such funding

shall be in addition to the funding for Capital Repairs described in Section D.10. hereof
and capital improvements described in Section E.2.(b) hereof.

The sums payable pursuant hereto shall be exclusive of any Public Benefit Grants or
Cultural Funding Grants which may be granted by the County pursuant to application
made by the Society in accordance with the County’s procedures for same and subject to
the County’s discretionary approval and appropriation with respect thereto or any other
monies due, expenses incurred or other financial obligations borne by the County
pursuant to the terms of this Agreement.

Insurance. The County represents, and the Society recognizes, that the County is self-
insured and that the Premises and the Gardens fall within the County’s self-insurance
plan. The County shall cause any and all contractors and vendors who shall perform
work or services for the County, at the Gardens, for which the County requires liability
insurance, to name the Society as an additional insured party on such insurance policies.
The County shall require that all such contractors and vendors provide evidence of such
insurance to the Society prior to the commencement of work or services at the Gardens.

County’s Indemnification. To the extent permitted by New York State law, the

County shall indemnify, hold harmless and defend the Society from all claims,
lawsuits, costs, damages or injuries to persons or property, including, without limitation
(1) those relating to pollution, hazardous waste and materials, and other conditions of the
Premises as of the execution of this Agreement or as improved by the County; and (2)
those arising out of the contractual duties and responsibilities of the County, except to the
extent that such liability is attributable to the actions, omission, or negligence of the
Society or its officers, employees, directors, agents or contractors.

F. TERMINATION

Termination.

This Agreement may be terminated prior to the expiration of the term hereof upon either
Party’s material breach of this Agreement, which breach has not been cured within sixty
(60) days after the breaching Party’s receipt of written notice from the non-breaching
Party.

Upon the expiration, or earlier termination of this Agreement as described in subsection
(a) of this Section F., the Society shall convey to the County good and marketable title,
free and clear of all liens, liabilities, security interests, encumbrances, licenses, claims
and other restrictions, in and to the following:

(1) the then existing Collection, as the same may be modified as provided
for in this Agreement;

(2) the then existing Personalty, as the same may be modified in
accordance with the Society’s right set forth herein to remove or replace items
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of Personalty as necessary for the safe and efficient operation of the Gardens
and which replacement items shall also be transferred to the County upon the
expiration or earlier termination of this Agreement. Notwithstanding the
foregoing, equipment, supplies and other personal property currently owned
or hereafter acquired by the Society which are not replacements for Personalty
existing on the date hereof shall remain the property of the Society and shall
not be conveyed to the County; and

3) any capital improvements made to the Premises whether by the
Society, the County or any third party during the Term of the Agreement.

G. MISCELLANEOUS

1. Entire Agreement. This Agreement (including the Proposed Plan) constitutes the entire
agreement and supersedes all prior agreements and understandings, both written and oral, between
the parties hereto with respect to the subject matter hereof. To the extent there is a conflict between
this Agreement and the Proposed Plan, however, the terms of this Agreement shall be controlling.

2. Assignment to Third Parties. Neither this Agreement nor any of the rights or duties
hereunder shall be assigned or delegated by either of the Parties without the prior written consent of
the other Party, and any attempted assignment or delegation without such consent shall be void.

3. Modifications. Any amendment, change or modification of this Agreement shall be void
unless in writing and signed by the Parties hereto.

4. Expenses. The Parties shall each bear, respectively, the costs and expenses incurred by them
or on their behalf in connection with the negotiation, execution and closing of this Agreement and
the transactions contemplated hereby. Notwithstanding the foregoing, sale or transfer taxes, if any,
applicable to the transfers of the Subject Assets shall be borne by the County.

5. No Assumption of Liabilities. Except as expressly provided in this Agreement, neither Party
shall assume any liability or obligation of the other Party of any nature, whether accrued, absolute,
contingent or otherwise.

6. Survival. The representations, warranties, covenants, agreements and obligations of the
Parties made in Sections B, E.1(i), E.2(f), E.1(c), F(b), and G.5 shall survive the termination of this
Agreement.

7. Governing Law. This Agreement shall be governed, construed and enforced in accordance
with New York law without regard to principles of conflicts of law.

8. Further Assurances. From time to time after the closing of the transactions contemplated
herein, the County will execute all such instruments and take all such actions as the Society shall
reasonably request in order to more effectively convey and transfer to the Society good and
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marketable title to the Subject Assets and in order to confirm the Society’s right to occupy and use

the Premises.

0. Notices. Any notices or other communications required or permitted to be given pursuant to
this Agreement shall be deemed to have been effectively made and given if in writing and delivered
personally or sent by certified mail, postage prepaid, addressed in accordance with the addresses set

forth in the preamble of this Agreement.

Legislature pursuant to Section 268 of the County Law; and

of the facilities of the District, consisting of the reconstruction and/or replacement of approximately
37,488 linear feet of sewer, as more fully described in the report and estimate of cost hereinbefore
referred to; and

WHEREAS, the maximum estimated cost of the aforesaid increase and improvement of the
facilities of the District is $4,000,000, to be apportioned among real properties in the District in
accordance with (i) their respective proportionate shares of sewered units in the District, (ii)
applicable flat charges, and (ii1) assessments against a benefited area which consists of the entire
area of said Sewer District No.1; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 258 of the County Law, as amended by Chapter 397 of the

WHEREAS, pursuant to proceedings had and taken in accordance with the provisions of
Article 5A of the County Law and more particularly a resolution of this County Legislature dated
July 8, 2004, an increase and improvement of facilities for Sewer District No.1 has been approved at
a estimated maximum cost of $4,000,000, and

WHEREAS, it is now desired to provide for the financing of said costs, NOW
THEREFORE BE IT

RESOLVED BY THE COUNTY LEGISLATURE OF THE COUNTY OF ERIE, NEW
YORK (by the affirmative vote of not less than two-thirds of the voting strength of said Legislature),
AS FOLLOWS:
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Section 1. Pursuant to the provisions of the Local Finance Law, constituting Chapter 33-a of
the Consolidated Laws of the State of New York, as amended (the "Law"), and to the provisions of
other laws applicable thereto, $4,000,000 bonds of the County, or so much thereof as may be
necessary, are hereby authorized to be issued to finance the cost of an increase and improvement of
facilities for Erie County Sewer District No.1, consisting of the reconstruction and/or replacement of
approximately 37,488 linear feet of sewer, all as more fully described in the report and estimate of
cost approved by the Board of Managers of said District on April 23, 2004, and filed with the
County Legislature pursuant to Section 268 of the County Law. The estimated maximum cost of said
specific object or purpose, including preliminary costs and costs incidental thereto and to the
financing thereof, is $4,000,000. The plan of financing includes the issuance of $4,000,000 bonds
herein authorized and any bond anticipation notes issued in anticipation of the sale of such bonds,
and the levy of a tax to pay the principal of and interest on said bonds and notes, the said principal
and interest to be reimbursed to the County by the assessment and levy on the real property in Erie
County Sewer District No.1.

Section 2. The period of probable usefulness for the specific objects or purposes for which
said $4,000,000 bonds herein authorized to be issued, within the limitations of Section 11.00 a. 4. of
the Law, is forty (40) years.

Section 3. Current funds are not required to be provided as a down payment prior to the
issuance of the $4,000,000 bonds authorized herein, or any bond anticipation notes issued in
anticipation thereof, pursuant to Section 107.00 d. 3. of said Law.

Section 4. The County intends to finance, and the Comptroller of the County is hereby
authorized to advance such amounts as are necessary to pay the costs of the object or purpose
described in Section 1 hereof prior to the issuance of the bonds or bond anticipation notes authorized
out of any available funds of the County, on an interim basis, which amounts are reasonably
expected to be reimbursed with the proceeds of debt to be incurred by the County, pursuant to this
Resolution, in the maximum amount of bonds herein authorized. This Resolution is a declaration of
official intent adopted pursuant to the requirements of Treasury Regulation Section 1.150-2.

Section 5. Subject to the provisions of this Resolution and of the Law, and pursuant to the
provisions of §21.00 relative to providing for substantially level or declining annual debt service,
§30.00 relative to the authorization of the issuance of bond anticipation notes or the renewals
thereof, and of §§50.00, 56.00 to 60.00 and 168.00 of said Law, the powers and duties of the County
Legislature relative to authorizing the issuance of any notes in anticipation of the sale of the
respective amounts of bonds herein authorized, or the renewals thereof, relative to prescribing the
terms, form and contents and as to the sale and issuance of the respective amounts of bonds herein
authorized, and of any notes issued in anticipation of the sale of said bonds or the renewals of said
notes, and relative to executing agreements for credit enhancement, are hereby delegated to the
Comptroller of the County, as the chief fiscal officer of the County.
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Section 6. Each of the bonds authorized by this Resolution and any bond anticipation notes
issued in anticipation of the sale thereof shall contain the recital of validity prescribed by Section
52.00 of said Local Finance Law and said bonds and any notes issued in anticipation of said bonds
shall be general obligations of the County of Erie, payable as to both principal and interest by
general tax upon all the taxable real property within the County without limitation as to rate or
amount. The faith and credit of the County are hereby irrevocably pledged to the punctual payment
of the principal of and interest on said bonds and any notes issued in anticipation of the sale of said
bonds or the renewals of said notes, and provision shall be made annually in the budgets of the
County by appropriation for (a) the amortization and redemption of the notes and bonds to mature in
such year and (b) the payment of interest to be due and payable in such year.

Section 7. The validity of the bonds authorized by this Resolution and of any notes issued in
anticipation of the sale of said bonds, may be contested only if:

(a) such obligations are authorized for an object or purpose for which the County is not
authorized to expend money, or

(b) the provisions of law which should be complied with at the date of the publication of this
Resolution, or a summary hereof, are not substantially complied with, and an action, suit or
proceeding contesting such validity, is commenced within twenty days after the date of such
publication, or

(c) such obligations are authorized in violation of the provisions of the Constitution.

Section 8. This Resolution shall take effect immediately upon approval by the County

Corp., accusing the company of targeting young people with its Kool cigarette marketing campaign,

$206 billion to settle smoking-related health care claims brought by states. Under terms of the
settlement, tobacco companies are barred from targeting teens through advertising or marketing, and

WHEREAS, the agreement requires the states to give tobacco companies one month's notice
before a lawsuit Brown & Williamson spokesman Mark Smith denied the company is marketing
Kool cigarettes to kids. "We're going for adults, and adults for us start at 21," Smith said, and

WHEREAS, Brown & Williamson is the nation's third-largest cigarette company, and it is
being bought by the second-largest, R.J. Reynolds. When that's complete, B&W's corporate
headquarters in Louisville will move to Winston-Salem, N.C., where the merged company will be
based, and

WHEREAS, Kool is a key brand for Brown & Williamson to seek black customers, since
menthol cigarettes like it have historically been popular among African Americans. Kool used to be
the top-selling cigarette among blacks but has fallen to second place behind Newport, and

WHEREAS, African-American teens have been less likely to become regular smokers during
adolescence. A 10-year study by the Rand Corp. showed that by age 15 only 7 percent of black teens
were regular smokers, compared to 20 percent of white and Hispanic smokers, and

WHEREAS, However, in the 1990s the rate of smoking among black youths began to rise,
alarming some anti-smoking groups, and

WHEREAS, Dr. Adewale Troutman, director of the Louisville Metro Health Department,
said Kool's hip-hop campaign is an attempt to further break down that resistance, and

WHEREAS, "this is a very, very, extremely slick campaign that I believe is absolutely
targeting increasing the number of African-American youths who are smokers," says Dr. Troutman,
“[ and] as for age, the hip-hop generation [it] is largely teenaged”

WHEREAS, the most recent amendment to the New York State Minimum Wage Act,
effective March 31, 2000 provides that all employees in the State, including domestic workers with
certain exceptions, must be paid at least $5.15 per hour, and

WHEREAS, New York State generally adhered to the federal minimum wage standard.
However, the two rates have varied in the past. The State minimum exceeds that federal standard
from 1967 to 1968 and again from 1970 to 1974. Most recently, the State minimum fell short of the
Federal standard when the state failed to match the federal increases in 1996 and 1997. As a result,
the State minimum was below the federal rate until 2000. At this time, New York also linked its
minimum wage to the federal minimum wage so that any future increases in the federal rate would
automatically result in an increase in the State rate, and

WHEREAS, one in seven, or 14.5 percent of New York State families and approximately
three in ten families, or 29.2 percent, with a female head of household are in poverty, and

WHEREAS, the annual income gap between full-time minimum wage in New York State
and the federal poverty threshold has steadily risen, and

WHEREAS, if the 1968 New York State minimum wage of $1.50 had been indexed to
inflation, it would have climbed to $8.72 in 2003. This would have provided $7,425 in additional
income for a full-time worker, and

WHEREAS, states with higher minimum wages on average have lower employment and
several studies conclude that raising the minimum wages does not significantly affect employment
levels, and

A
full school year is 180 days. If an individual works less than a full year, his/her service credit is

WHEREAS, 24 Registered Professional Nurses that work in the Buffalo School District as
school nurses but who are paid by and considered employees of the County of Erie are ten month
employees that are active members of the New York State Retirement System, but who, under the
current law, receive only .85 per year of service credit towards their retirement, and

WHEREAS, all other school district employees who work a ten month school year can
receive full credit, and

WHEREAS, Chapter 730 of the Laws of 1989 authorize the New York State and Local
Employees Retirement System to calculate retirement service credit for non-instructional employees
of school districts using an 180 credit day base and
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WHEREAS, however, that legislation does not apply to the calculation of retirement services
of credit for County Employees who work in schools, and

WHEREAS, there is no provision under current law which would authorize the crediting of

THE COUNTY, STATING THE TOTAL ESTIMATED MAXIMUM COST OF SUCH
PROJECTS IS $176,307,200, APPROPRIATING $52,461,200 THEREFOR, INCLUDING
THE EXPENDITURE OF $4,670,000 EXPECTED TO BE RECEIVED IN STATE OR
FEDERAL AID; AND AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE OF $47,791,200 BONDS OF
THE COUNTY TO FINANCE THE BALANCE OF SAID APPROPRIATION; AND
FURTHER AUTHORIZING ANY AMOUNTS RECEIVED FROM THE UNITED
STATES OF AMERICA AND/OR THE STATE OF NEW YORK TO BE EXPENDED
TOWARDS THE COST OF CERTAIN OF SUCH CAPITAL PROJECTS AS INDICATED
HEREIN, OR REDEMPTION OF ANY NOTES AND BONDS ISSUED THEREFOR OR
TO BE BUDGETED AS AN OFFSET TO THE TAXES FOR PAYMENT OF THE
PRINCIPAL OF AND INTEREST ON SAID NOTES AND BONDS;" and
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WHEREAS, it is now necessary to provide additional $250,000 in county funds for the
acquisition of computer hardware and software for the Registrar System Replacement Program and
to rescind $250,000 in county funds for Public Records Backscanning and Indexing Project in the
Office of the County Clerk; as described in the 20014 Capital Budget of the County;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT

RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE COUNTY OF ERIE, NEW YORK (by the
favorable vote of not less than two-thirds of all members of said Legislature) AS FOLLOWS:

SECTION (A) Section 1. Row 32 column B of the attached schedule to Resolution 175-2004
of said County duly adopted by the Legislature on April 28, 2004, which states "$500,000" is hereby
amended to state "$750,000.

"$750,000." Bonds of the County in the principal amount of $250,000 are hereby authorized to be
issued, in addition to $500,000 already authorized and as described above, pursuant to the provisions
of the Local Finance Law, constituting Chapter 33-a of the Consolidated Laws of the State of New
York (herein called "Law"), to finance said appropriation.

Replacement of the current system will allow for a more efficient application, utilizing staff more
efficiently and reducing overtime. Related and necessary computer hardware will also be purchased
to support the system."

resolution, as so amended.

first response agency and ninety-four (94) volunteer fire companies involved in the provision of
EMS service, and

WHEREAS, there are an estimated 200,000 requests for ambulance service each year, and

WHEREAS, the Departments are seeking a professional consulting firm experienced in EMS
and public safety to conduct a comprehensive and objective study of the current EMS system in Erie
County, and

vendor with significant experience and expertise to complete an evaluation of the current status of
emergency medical services (EMS) within the County and its municipalities and facilitate consensus
among all stakeholders regarding future system development, and

methodologies, standards, and benchmarking to accomplish this scope of work as described in
Exhibit A hereto attached and incorporated, and

WHEREAS, Requests for Proposals (RFP’s) were issued from March 30, 2004 to April 5,
2005 which resulted in one submission which is available for public inspection during regular
business hours, and
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WHEREAS, a committee appointed by the Commissioner of Health reviewed said proposal
and has recommended the Study of Emergency Medical Services submitted by Fitch & Associates,
LLC, and

WHEREAS, Fitch & Associates, LLC will provide evaluation of the current status of
